M. Bernard, an inspector of 
who took high honors at the polytecanic 
school, who followed M. Paray-Javal at 
the witness bar, said he appeared to re- 
fute a portion of M. Bertillon's evi- 
dence which was based on false calcula- 
tions, : 

Bertillon Is Called Down. 

Witness said he was greatly surprised 
that M. Bertillon thought fit to have 
recourse to psychological arguments to 
prove: 

l That the bordereau was fabri- 

cated, 

2. That the methods which might 
have been employed in writing certain 
words were such as to constitute proof 
against Dreyfus. 

M. Bernard ‘also satd that he was as- 
tonished at the fact that M. Bertfllon 
had undertaken to account for the shape 
of letters and the space between words. 
There was not 1.25 millimeters as alleged 
by M. Bertillon, but 1.56. Moreoer, the 
writing of the bordereau was natural and 
rhythmic, while its character and size 
showed it was not written by elther a 
short-sighted or a long-sighted person. 
The witness then proceeded to illustrate 
photographically his contention that the 
bordereau was not a fabricated document. 

In conclusion M. Bernard exhibited to 
the judges a plate representing a page of 
current handwriting and said: 

“If it is examined by M.) Bertil- 
lon’s system it will show certain 
peculiarities which would not be 
found upon the examination of fifty 
million other documents. M. Ber- 
tillon would, therefore, say the doc- 
ument was fabricated. But he would 
be wrong, for I borrowed the page 
from a report writen by M. Bertil- 
lon himself.”’ 

M. Bertillon demanded permission to 
reply to the witness, and Colonel Jou- 
aust replied: 

“I cannot grant your request and I 
will not grant such permission to any 
of the fourteen experts except in the 
case of personal explanation.” 

M. Bertillon—‘‘I wish te speak of the 
manner in which I reconstructed the bor- 
dereau,.” 

Colonel Jouaust—"Why, 
cussing the case. 
speak except 
fact.”’ 

M. Teyssoniers followed. He said he 
adhered in all respects to his report dated 
October 29, 1894, in which he expressed 
the opinion that the bordereau was the 
work of the writer of the documents 
seized at the prisoner’s residence. For 
purposes of comparison, the witness 
lengthily criticised the bordereau letter 
by letter, pointing out resemblances to 
the prisoner's handwriting. 

In conclusion, M. Teyssonters said he 
thought it impossible to find more tangt- 
ble reasons than those which induced 
in him the belief that he hoped the court 
would share. (Sensation.) 

Referring to the court, witness sald he 
noticed the prisoner’s handwriting was il- 
legible and he had never seen the docu- 
ments dictated to Dreyfus. The copy of 
the bordereau made by Dreyfus was then 
handed to M. Teyssoniers, who declared 
it had never been given him for purposes 
of comparison. (Sensation.) 

Peculiarity of Handwriting. 
The witness added that he would re- 

quire three days to give an opinion on it. 
He could not conclude his examination 
on the spot. He must have time. 

Here a member of the court martial, 
giving the result of his examination of 
the bordereau, remarked: 

““The letter ‘I’ is always isolated, even 
at the beginning of words.”’ 

To this M. Teyssoniers replied that this 
pecullarity was also found in the prison- 
er’'s handwriting. 

When he was invited to reply to the 
witness, Dreyfus said M. Teyssonier's re- 
marks seemed to him quite incorrect and 
that in order to reply properly he, the 
prisoner, must have the documents under 
his eyes. As regards the criticisms 
the subject of paraigraphing, Dreyfus 
added:

Charavay on the Stand. 

“In 1894,"’ sald M. Charavay, “I, with 
two colleagues, though acting upon sep- 
arate instructions, were commissioned to 
examine the bordereau and a number of 
documents, for eomparison, unsigned, 
and in different handwritings. I examined 
first the latter documents and by the 
process of eliminating, fixed upon one 
resembling the bordereau. I was then fur- 
nished with specimens of the handwrit- 
ing in question, but was not told the 
name of the writer. I asked if the docu- 
ment could be regarded as genuine and 
was told the place which it emanated, 
which could not be mentioned by me, and 
could leave no doubt in regard 
to its value. 

“Now, I must inform the court, that in 
of the fact that the handwriting 
which was not produced in 1894, and which 
is evidently akin to the handwriting of 
the bordereau and the handwriting of 
Dreyfus, has since been submitted to me, 
I cannot maintain with the same degree 
of certainty the conclusions of my former

After repeating the evidence he gave be- 
fore the court of cassation M. Charavay 
declared that it was the new element, the 
handwriting of Esterhazy, which led him 
to declare he did not adhere to his con- 
clusions in 1894. In conclusion M. Chara- 
vay energetically protested against Gen- 
eral Marcler’s accusations, adding that 
what sEiisaces him that he had made a 
mistake in 1894 was the publication of 
Esterhazy’s letters, the discovery of the 
Henri forgery, the inquiry of the court of 
cassation and Esterhazy’s confession. 

Guilt at Esterhazy’s Door. 

The conscience of the witness compelled 
him to say that jn 18% he was misled by 
similarity in handwriting. 

“It is great relief to my con- 
science,’’ M. Charavay said, ‘‘to be 
able to say before you, and before 
him who is the victim of my mis- 
take, that the bordereau is not the 
work of Dreyfus, but of Esterhazy.”’ 


An immense sensation was caused in 
court by this statement.

the bordereau and the document present- 
ed for comparison were sufficient to con- 
vince him that the bordereau was not 
written by Dreyfus. 

The prisoner, on being asked the custo- 
mary question, requested M. Charavay to 
give further particulars as to the reasons 
which led him to modify his opinions in 
regard to the writér of the bordereau, 
whereupon the witness entered into a 
lengthy, technical detail. He explained 
how he found unmistakable resemblances 
between the bordereau and Esterhazy’s 
writing. F 

M. Pelletier, another expert, prefaced 
his evidénce by saving he desired to make 
a definite statement on the point upon 
which he was in entire disagreement with 
General Mercier. The latter had testified 
that ghe witness refused to use certain 
documents submitted to him for compari- 
son in common with the other experis 
and sald he had been led to regard M. 
Pelletier's work with some suspicion be- 
cause of certain incidents in which M. 
Pelletier, being summoned to appear si- 
multaneously In different courts, had writ- 
ten to both, exeusing himself on the 
ground of attendance at the other.

When and how he 
would give them independence 1!s not 
stated, and his policy on that as well as 
other foreign question&S {s entirely un- 
known, if he has any at all. Yet he does 
say he would promise them independence, 
losing sight of the fact that the great- 
est weakness yet shown. by Mr. McKin- 
ley has been in making encouraging prom- 
the Filipinos, who put no faith 
in promises and who ascribe weakness 
to every conciliatory move made by the
